KENTUCKY'

Id an effort to catalog more completely the siiecies of 
vascular plants in Kentucky and to plot theii' distribution, 
extensive field woi’k has been done in the last three vears. 
As a result, several species have been found in tlie state 
which were previously unknown to occur here or were first 
repoi’ted many years ago without having been rejiorted 
since. Among these are the following:
